1. The question of union, so long and 
80 variously advocated by the people of 
Victoria, and so aniformly spurned by 
the people of British Columbia, has re- 
cently assnmed an entirely altered aspect. 
The Imperial Government haa,as you are 
aware, decided to iucorporate Vaneouver 
Island with British Columbia, upon con- 
ditions already sufficiently known to you; 
provided the Legislatates of both Colon- 
ies Should accept the new constitution. 
Although British Colombia has little. to 
guin by soch an acquisition I am disposed 
te view incorporation upon the terms 
proposed as perhaps the most ready and 
effective means for putting an end to 
agitations replete with injury to both 
Colonies. 

2. Retrenchment in the Civil Service ; 
for, although with the contemplated chaa- 
ges in the constitution ond _ territorial 
boundaries of the colony the necessity 
for retrenchment may ufidergo some modi- 
fication, still there would, I apprehend, 
be considerable room for a reduction in 
the expenses of some of the Government 
Departments, 

8. Abolition of the Tonnage Does, if 
not in whole, in so far‘as they apply to 
articles of Home product or manufac- 
tare, anda healthy protection for agri- 
culturists near the seaboard against for- 
eign competition, 

4. A wholesome Homestead Law, 
carefully guarding the settler against op- 
pression, on the one hand, and the cred- 
itor against fraud on the other. 

5. Free grants of land to, all actual 
settlers, and a tax upon wild land held 
porely for speculative porposes, the reve- 
nue derived from such tax to be expend- 
ed in constracting roads in the districts 
where collected. 

6. A speedy and final adjustment of 
the Indian land question, securing to the 
Native Tribes a reasonable vwmount of 
Jand for actual use, and mo more; and the 
throwing open of the remainder, and of 
the numerous Government reserves cre- 
ated during the late Adminvistration, to 
the actual settler. 

7. The construction of main roads 
through all the settled districts, so as to 
bring the Agriculturists into connection 
with the markets of the colony.

our seaboard. : 

9. An immigration scheme by which 
families and farm laborérs might be as- 
sisted in reaching a Qolony peculiarly 
fitted to receive and employ them. 

There are varivus other questions of 
great importance, such, for instance, as 
that of the Federation of all the British 
Possessions upon this continent, which 
it would be impossible, as it is onneces- 
aary to discuss in the present address.
